Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It's the Examiner position that the reference is 
applied herein for the teaching of a method and system for establishing wireless communications that includes an adaptive array, 
according to the essential features of the claims. As discussed in the previous office action, Alamouti (US#6,853,629) does in fact teach 
a wireless communication system including a receiver having an adaptive array with at lemst two antermms to receive a signal and 
produce at least two received signals, means for suppressing interference at the receiver by applying an interference suppression 
technique and means for selecting a channel based on channel performance, which is a combining technique different from the the 
interference supression technique. Furthermore, the Examiner relies on Kapoor (US#6, 795,424) only for the teaching of the diversity 
combining at a receiver by measuring the instantaneous SNR for each sub-array's output and selecting the best option each symbol time 
. The Applicant argues that the Examiner has not provided sufficent motivation to combine or modify the cited references. The Examiner 
notes that evidence of a suggestion, teaching, or motivation to combine prior art references may flow, inter alia, from the references 
themselves, the knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art, or from the nature of the problem to be solved. See In re Dembiczak, 175 
F.3d 994, 1000, 50 USPQ2d 1614, 1617 (Fed. Cir. 1999). It is prima facie obvious to combine two compositions each of which is taught 
by the prior art to be useful for the same purpose, in order to form a third composition to be used for the very same purpose, the idea of 
combining them flows logically from their having been individually taught in the prior art. See MPEP 2144.06 and In re Kerkhoven, 626 
F.2d 846, 850, 205 USPQ 1069, 1072 (CCPA 1980). 
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
